Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Gage et al. (USP^5,796,688). 

Gage et al discloses a recording/reproducing apparatus for an optical information recording medium having 
a plurality of recording layers. The recording/reproducing apparatus includes a plurality of optical heads 21a & 21b 
provided on the same side with respect to the recording medium and the plurality of optical heads are assigned to 
reproduced information from or record information in different recording layers respectively.
